election headquarters in New York this is the CBS Evening News with Walter Cronkite and Charles Kuralt in 
the CBS newsroom Bernard cab in San Clemente Bob Schieffer in Mitchell South Dakota Barry Serafin in 
towson maryland terry drink water in rockville maryland jeff williams in Ayrshire iowa Jed Duvall in Cheyenne 
Wyoming Richard Threlkeld in Prineville Oregon Bruce Dunning in cattle | South Vietnam and Bruce hall in 
Miami good evening this was the day that comes every four years when the people of the United States 
choose one man to wield the greatest power given to any world leader and it appears at this hour but they 
turned out in record numbers to choose today the next president of the United States despite rain over much 
of the nation state after state reported long lines at the polls some places so long that voting hours were 
being extended the reports seemed to put into doubt early on this election day at least one prediction of 
pollsters and pundits that there was widespread apathy over this year's election both Republican and 
Democratic leaders saw in these large turnouts hopes for their side Republican National Chairman Robert 
dole said that traditionally Republican areas of New Jersey and Connecticut were voting particularly heavily 
senator / governor senator McGovern's chief advisors noted a very heavy vote in democratic areas 
particularly black blue-collar and student precincts just a scattering of precincts have been counted at this 
point but the figures are President Nixon 218 thousand votes senator McGovern 115 thousand that would be 
65% for the president and 34 percent for our Senator McGovern and that's with less than one percent of the 
nation's precincts counted but CBS News can estimate now on the basis of its vote profile analysis that in 
Kentucky we're enough of our sample precincts now have been counted we'll go to President Nixon 
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been counted we'll go to President Nixon his vote will be about 61% of the when all the votes have been 
counted we estimate to McGovern's 39% the first vote default first state to fall to President Nixon in this 
election night we'll be back in a minute with more on the election story a correction on our estimate on the 
final vote in Kentucky where we say the President Nixon will win the figure will be 65% for President Nixon 
and 35 for George McGovern is the way we calculated here president and mrs. Nixon were the first voters to 
appear this morning at the Concordia Elementary School precinct in San Clemente California then they took 
a plane back to Washington to await the outcome Bernard cap reports some of the local people here at san 
cemente turned out early this morning to see a couple of their neighbors vote the first to vote at Concordia 
school mr. and mrs. Richard Nixon a San Clemente and the White House the president projecting an image 
of relaxed self confidence as he makes his own personal contribution to the Republican slogan of four more 
years they use a paper ballot here the ballot the size of a newspaper there are a lot of choices to be made 
among other things 22 referenda in California including everything from decriminalizing marijuana to controls 


on pornography there's also the choice of a congressman and the choice of a president it's with mrs. Nixon 
about three minutes to check off her decisions at one point the president perhaps because of the unwieldy 
list of the big ballot dropped it the kind of event that is destined to be a footnote to the history written today by 
the way it took the president more than five minutes to check off his selections a couple of presidential votes 
here is and mrs. Nixon's about which there is no mystery on our cow CBS 
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which there is no mystery on our cow CBS news at Concordia school San Clemente George McGovern was 
in a philosophical mood as his 22 month long campaign ended he said we've done our best we've waged an 
honest campaign we worked as hard as our physical capacities would permit now it's up to the people Bob 
Schieffer reports McGovern had only a few hours sleep at best after a long day and night of campaigning but 
he appeared rested this morning if he came to a Mitchell South Dakota Church to vote bantering with 
photographers he said that as a matter of good judgment he was voting the straight Democratic ticket there 
was a little doubt as to how he marked his ballot with at least 50 reporters and photographers in around and 
on top of the voting booth it was perhaps the most photographed secret ballot in recent history McGovern 
predicted victory to the last in a short speech and nearby Dakota Wesleyan where he once taught he talked 
about the memories of the campaign and the people along the way and as we would walk up and down 
those long rows of people who met us at a thousand different airports across this country and along the 
platforms and the crossroads and the great cities of this nation frequently people would say things to me that 
weren't always heard by the press sometimes | said things that | wish weren't hurt by the press but what 
would what would come to me from these people along the way that we met were there expressions of hope 
and that hope McGovern said was to be a better nation than before there has been a certain serenity about 
McGovern lately he feels he has done his best but he thinks this will be his last try if he loses bob schieffer

unfailingly picked the right man for president George McGovern has some support in this town the people 
are mostly for and predominantly Democrats even so Nixon is considered a favorite however the president 
does not have an overwhelming lead here as polls show him having nationwide Nixon gets considerable 
organizational support from Mayor Jody Smith at age 20 Smith is the country's youngest mayor a firm 
Republican Smith seconded Nixon's nomination in Miami he predicts Nixon will carry the township by about 
60% the farmers are aware of the Watergate affair but few hold it against Nixon they write that off as politics 
some are 
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they write that off as politics some are more concerned about Nixon's peace efforts on one hand they ask 
why wasn't it done four years ago on the other hand they now ask if peace terms will really be agreed upon 
the men don't like to say publicly who they'll vote for but no one predicts an upset or a break in the town

is mobile and diverse some folks say it's a matter of chance and more than one will grin at you and say 
superior judgment Jed - Val CBS News Laramie County Wyoming crook County Oregon population 10,000 
makes its living off its cattle and its trees either by luck or some kind of electoral sensory perception Cook 
County is voted for the winner in every presidential race since Grover Cleveland back in 1884 and although 
Democrats outnumber Republicans two-to-one here Cook County will probably vote this year for Richard 
Nixon two-to-one and with good reason lately the lumber business and the cattle business have been bullish 
to say the least but few voters are all that charmed by the Republican ticket a lot

landslide and if you want to believe what the pollsters and pundits are saying looks like Cook County voters

congressman ray Blanton by about 10,000 votes demonstrating again Walter that tonight in the south at least 
not everybody is voting a straight Republican ticket Mike Wallace how are things shaping up in the East what 
are the predicted voter apathy is surely not the story in the East tonight all along the eastern seaboard from 
Maine on down to Maryland Rhode Island Connecticut New York City Baltimore City voters are going to the 
polls and huge numbers in some areas they say that records are being set but we don't know yet what it 
means because there are not enough returns in an our board yet to tell us most of the polls in the eastern 
states don't close until 8 o'clock could be that voters are turning out to give the president the mandate that he 
asked for it could be that the McGovern organization is turning out huge numbers of voters they promised 
that they'd bring to the polls today we'll be able to tell you more about it in about an hour and a half dan 
Rather | think you're starting to get a trickle returns from the Midwest well we are Walter and the story in the 
Midwest at the moment is in Indiana where it appears that President Nixon is getting most of the old Rallis 
vote in that state in Indiana 7% of the precincts reporting the actual tabulated vote shows President Nixon 
running a somewhat 
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shows President Nixon running a somewhat less than two to one ahead of George McGovern however on 
the basis of our own sample precincts the president may win on the order of 67% of the Indiana vote we give 
him a significant lead we're not prepared to say just yet that President Nixon will carry Indiana margin in the 
state turns out to be anywhere near 67% he may bring in a Republican governor in that state with him there's 
a governorship open in Indiana and on the basis of the precincts reporting thus far the tabulated vote shows 
the Republican out to an early lead and on the basis of our own CBS News sample precincts the indication is 
that the Republican candidate for governor Indiana may wind up winning or with about 59% of the vote the 
results so far from a CBS News election day survey of almost 7075 hundred voters interviewed as they left 
the polls across the nation indicates that the anticipated landslide for President Richard Nixon appears to be 
taking place CBS News has tabulated its results up to the middle of the voting day for each of the 143 polling 
places in which the voters were interview even taking into account sampling errors and possible changes in 
voting patterns during the latter part of the day the findings tend to confirm predictions of a Republican 
landslide the survey in which voters are asked to fill out a secret ballot designating their choices and other 
information is primarily designed to analyze voting behavior by various population and demographic groups 
will be presenting to those findings as the evening progresses as usual there are procedural voting foul-up 
today troubles with voting machines and that sort of thing as a result there have been court orders extending 
the balloting time by three hours in Butler County Ohio Hudson County New Jersey and perhaps from other 
places we haven't even heard about yet election headquarters we now have about one percent of the 
national vote counted and 
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percent of the national vote counted and President Nixon has jumped out into an early and a long lead 66% 
of the vote goes to him so far fifty five hundred and forty six thousand to two hundred and seventy two 
thousand for Senator George McGovern that's as we said is a 66 to thirty three percent lead a a two-to-one 
margin for the president with one percent to the nation's precincts countable John Schmitz the American 
independent party candidate that was the party on whose ballot that George Wallace appeared in 1968 he's 
got almost 10,000 votes and about 1/10 of the vote CBS News is able to say on the basis of our sample 
precincts that to President Nixon are definitely will win in Kentucky and Indiana in Kentucky by a sixty five to 
thirty five percent margin in Indiana by an even larger margin sixty seven to thirty three and that's the way it

in a dozen states and the early returns put President Nixon as expected out in front and by a 
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Nixon as expected out in front and by a sizable margin these early returns far too few to be significant 
however nevertheless conform to all of the indicators and all of the polls let's take a look at the popular vote 
with about 1% of the precincts counted doesn't a Nixon has 570 thousand votes George McGovern 283 
thousand that's a two-to-one margin for President Nixon and CBS News is able to say on the basis of our 
sample precincts that the president definitely has won Kentucky and Indiana Kentucky by a 65 to 35 margin 
Indiana by an even larger 167 to 33 also in Indiana our CBS News estimate is that the Republican candidate 
for the governorship for will win there he is Mr Bowen and the has beaten at the former governor mr. Welsh 
on the electoral vote President Nixon now has 22 electoral votes from Kentucky and Indiana he's leading in 
states with 35 more electoral votes and that would give him a 57 toward that 270 he needs for re-election the 
total vote coming in tonight indicates a very heavy turnout across the entire United States much heavier than 
anyone had anticipated when the the news men pundits and the pollsters out across the countryside said 
they were finding apathy along among the many estates parts of the heavy turnout indicate that that boat 
could very well go above 80 million and that would be a record would have to go above 88 million to be a 
record in person H above the previous record established in 1968 CBS News can now say that President 
Nixon is also a winner in Tennessee since most of the state including the heavily Democratic cities have not 
yet purported the current estimate though seventy-two percent for Nixon probably is going to drop somewhat 
as the polls close in the rest of the 
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as the polls close in the rest of the state but but they when all the numbers are in President Nixon will add 
Tennessee to his total vote across the country the Nixon landslide seems to be developing about as 
predicted but of course there are a lot of other races to be watched here tonight and how broad and how long 
will President Nixon's coattails be will he carry into office say a new House of Representatives and a new 
Senate Republican for only the third time in the last 40 years there 33 Senate seats up for this year 435 
members of the House of course are up 18 governorships are up to besides that thousands upon thousands 
of local races for everything from mayor to a dogcatcher in state offices of course as well and a lot of 
propositions on the ballot a lot of referendum that type the questions being asked Colorado for instance 
world the Olympics the Winter Olympics be held there in 1976 marijuana legalization is on the ballot in 
California abortion in Michigan that sort of question all across these United States so there's a lot of reason 
yep to get out to a vote whether the presidential race seems to be swinging one side of the one way or the 
other let's take a look now at all those races around the United States we have Mike Wallace reporting from 
the East Roger Mudd from the South Dan Rather from the Midwest John Hart from the West and Eric 
severide to analyze the whys and the how's of this a big election night since most of those early poll closings 
have come in the south we'll hear first from Roger Roger Waller the solid South used to be solid last time it 


was solid Democratic was 1944 and since then it's broken apart but tonight just looking at our regional map 
you can see the building blocks already are going into place for a solid Republican South already we have a 
presidential winner in Kentucky and Tennessee and early 
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Kentucky and Tennessee and early indications are from every poll and every Prevot ting sounding that the 
president would sweep the South perhaps doing that as well in Texas but tonight already he has picked up 
two states Kentucky in Tennessee the Tennessee presidential race our vote profile analysis shows that the 
ultimate count there will be 72 28 that is as Walter pointed out basically a an Eastern Republican vote that 
percentage may drop in the popular vote in Tennessee with 14 percent of the vote in the president is leading 
better than two to one but take a look at the Kentucky presidential race you'll also see there in our vote 
profile analysis a 6535 split over senator McGovern in the popular vote in Kentucky with 50 percent of the 
vote in he's leading easily two-to-one there in the Kentucky Senate Oriole race however Walter D 
Huddleston still maintaining just a razor thin edge over the former Republican governor Lois none that's a 
Republican Senate seat being vacated by John Sherman Cooper and if the Republicans intend to take over 
control of the Senate they cannot afford to lose any seats they now have that is one of them and in the 
Tennessee senatorial race there is evidence tonight of ticket splitting not as much as in Kentucky the 
incumbent Republican Howard Baker with 51 thousand and a Democratic congressman ray Blanton 38 
thousand so that race looks a favorable for Howard Baker busing was an issue there but all indications are 
that Senator Baker has been able to overcome the charges by ray Blanton that he was responsible for the 
appointment of a federal judge who ordered busing around Nashville so Walter were off this evening already 
with two states in the south and | dare say as we look at that map through the evening that dark 
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map through the evening that dark Kentucky Tennessee the rock will spread all the way to the Gulf CBS 
News coverage of election night 72 will continue in a moment a CBS News estimate has been able to say 
that Indiana has fallen definitely been to its normal Republican habits tonight and Dan Rather from the 
Midwest has the story well as you know Indiana is considered the most southern of the Midwestern states 
one-time bastion of the Ku Klux Klan and a traditionally Republican state no surprise that CBS News 
estimates that President Nixon has carried Indiana there may be a mile surprise though in the length of the 
president's coattails the CBS first of all the figures in the presidential race the CBS News estimate is that the 
president's final margin Indiana may be on the order of 67% now let's take a look at the figures in the Indiana 
governor's race which was expected to be very close with 12 percent of the precincts reporting this is the 
president's margin over George McGovern but since our CBS News estimate is that the president's winning 
margin will be on the order of 67 percent those figures don't mean a great deal except they do reinforce the 
idea that the Nixon sweep is running very deep in Indiana now for look at that governor's race the Indiana 
governor's race was expected to be extremely close it's an open governor's race Matthew Welch a former 
governor and the Democrat who in the face of a President Nixon carrying Indiana in 1960 Welch the 
Democrat run the Indiana governorship however this year in an attempt to come back not to four consecutive 
term but to come back our CBS News estimate is that the Republican Otisville on a position and the majority 
leader of the Indiana House has won the Indiana gubernatorial race in the final margin will be on the order of 
59 percent now to translate that into coattail terms as what it may mean for

more Democratic House members in Indiana may be in some trouble for example in the 11th district 
incumbent Democrat and Ruud Jacobs with 16% of the vote in and County trails by about 62 to 38 percent 
behind William Hudnut the Republican challenger it appears that an Indiana the president's coattails may 
indeed be long and there may be one or more Democratic House seats change hands change parties in 
Indiana and it a note that no okay news estimate the polls closed in Ohio less than an hour ago but on the 


basis of our sample precincts CBS News estimates the President Nixon has carried Ohio with about 60% of 
the boat now again that is a larger margin than the McGovern people had expected even when they were 
willing to talk about defeat and it may also mean in Ohio we'll see as the evening goes along that some 
Democratic House members could be in trouble in Ohio as well but total now is four states for President 
Nixon according to a CBS News estimate Kentucky Indiana Tennessee and Ohio that gives him a total of 
some 57 electoral votes and that is on the way toward the 270 he needs for re-election all of those totals 
over 60% including as Dan pointed out Ohio which was a state where Senator McGovern had campaigned 
hard and long and had hoped to do very well perhaps even have a chance to win if that sort of figure 
continues across the country it would indicate that the landslide that had been predicted will develop for 
President Nixon a landslide perhaps of historic proportions to be the largest landslide in our modern history 
you'd have to get better than 61 percent of the vote to beat President to Johnson's 
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the vote to beat President to Johnson's in 1964 victory over senator Goldwater and he has to get all of the 
electoral vote votes saved eight that was the record in 1936 of Franklin Delano Roosevelt over at Landon 
when and one just Maine and Vermont now let's take a look at the East with Mike Wallace yeah well there's 
not too much Stillwater to take a look at in the east because in spite of the fact that up and down the eastern 
seaboard the turnout has been heavy polls don't close in most eastern states to 8 o'clock New York votes 
until 9:00 so returns are sketchy in the extreme but some precincts are reporting from Maine New Hampshire 
and Vermont let's take a look at these in Maine as you can see it's about two to one for the president over 
George McGovern that's about as expected but let's go on down to the senatorial race in Maine if we may 
mrs. Margaret chase Smith there was 74 years old and running for her fifth term may be in for some trouble 
tonight from her Democratic challenger congressman William Hathaway who is 48 and has made age mrs. 
Smith's age an issue in this campaign that and her aloofness from the main scene as a matter of fact mrs. 
Smith was said to be slightly miffed because the newspaper the weekly newspaper for which she used to 
work back in Maine came up with an editorial against Senator Marva Chase's fifth term they said it was time 
for change bill Hathaway had expected when he announced his candidacy that he was going to be running 
on the coattails of Ed muskie who at that time was going to be the presidential candidate he thought and the 
muskie candidacy went down in the primaries so did bill Hathaway as it was thought but it's conceivable late 
polls show that Senator Smith and Phil Hathaway are running about neck-and-neck have been in the polls in 
the state of Maine let's move over to New Hampshire where two percent of the precincts are reporting as you 
can see the president is leading by about two to one in that state - there is a tough race for Senate 
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state - there is a tough race for Senate in New Hampshire senator Thomas McIntyre the Democrat 
incumbent running for his second term leading a Wesley Powell two-term governor of the state of New 
Hampshire but just barely at this moment Powell backed by William load the publisher of the Manchester 
union leader Powell doesn't like Richard Nixon and Richard Nixon reciprocates the feeling mr. Powell called 
the president's trip to China a kind of sellout although he changed his changed his point of view about two or 
three weeks ago when vice president Agnew showed up in New Hampshire that's going to be a tough race 
for a gubernatorial race with 2% of the precincts reporting in New Hampshire we see a fella by the name of 
Malcolm MacLean leading leading Meldrum Thompson the Republican candidate Thompson's are 
conservative Roger Crowley is a conservative Thompson is supposed to be the leader Malcolm MacLean 
has 98 votes we're told that they all come from Waterville Valley the center of ski territory in New Hampshire 
and Malcolm MacLean the mayor of Concord New Hampshire is chairman of the u.s. Olympic ski a 
committee and those votes are ski enthusiasts bulbs finally in Vermont mr.

it's been a most odd campaign and and election here you have a not terribly popular leader of a minority 
party piling up what all these are the returns suggest would be a huge majority in the country and in this 
campaign we've had the incumbent on the offensive we've had the challenger on the defensive that's all very 
untraditional some are all very unexcited too many lopsided situation like this of course the opinion polls 
would take take all the suspense out of the out of America election they just lie like a heavy smog over all 
conversations of calculations a close finish tonight and the America like that happened there would do a lot 
to restore a little more innocent faith and the unpredictability of the ordinary and independent American 
citizen anyway it might cut the pollsters down to humor size a little more a landslide victory | suppose does 
anything about 56% of the popular vote on up that's as good a figure to pick out of the air as any there have 
been 10 landslide victories since the Civil War and nearly all of them the winning presidential candidate has 
brought in Scholes and Cubby's of party senators representatives and governors but maybe not tonight and 
it's the Senate races that bear the watching it's an excellent be very pleased with a numerical majority in the 
Senate they haven't had that the Republicans for 
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haven't had that the Republicans for about 18 years but he'll settle for that ideological majority he claimed he 
got two years ago but didn't quite get the house has not given mr. Nixon too much trouble and he's almost 
got an ideological majority on the Supreme Court already if you get that in the Senate tonight then there's 
gonna be a great deal less checking and balancing of presidential power it was the Senate after all that voted 
to cut all fronts for Vietnam by vote margin and that prevented the removal of bussing cases from the courts 
by a one-vote margin and the South seems to be the key to the Senate result highly radioactive the loose 
coalition of moderates that's what we've had running the Senate that could be replaced by a loose coalition 
of real conservatives depending on tonight's results it doesn't mean automatic presidential control of 
legislation by any means because senators are a strong light of men are not easily pushed around but it 
would mean a different tone and direction and we're just about assure no big adventurous experiments and 
social legislation of any rate to come for quite a long time | think would mean a quiet and cautious period 
ahead and that seems to be what the popular majority in the country wants and in any case Thank You 
Walter John Hart is covering the West for us and while we're not getting any results of course out there 
where the polls are still open and will be for quite a while yet what should we be looking for in the West John 
well we're looking for some very fascinating propositions in California Walter as you indicated earlier they're 
voting on marijuana whether it would be legal to grow it on it carry it but not to sell it Colorado is also voting 
on some radical propositions whether or not to reduce the income that is the property tax by 60% and as 
much as double the most expensive taxes of the large corporations the polls don't close in California the 
state that George McGovern says he needs in order to have any chance of winning for another three and a 
half hours but Walter we can report this news Pine Valley Utah population 75 went for Richard Nixon 
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population 75 went for Richard Nixon twelve to one it moderates the importance of that news because we 
have to tell you they usually do well the places that usually do that are certainly doing it across the country as 
we get these reports from the smaller precincts and some of the more unique names around the country and 


also some of those that don't normally do it seem to be doing it this year that is going a Republican at least 
on the presidential side but we're going to be watching as the evening develops of course is the effect of that 
cocktail vote will the president carry with him the the five extra Senate seats he needs to gain control of the 
Senate that's assuming the vice president Agnew will be there to vote any to cast any deciding votes and a 
tie six votes for the Republicans six additional seats would give them undisputed control of the Senate they 
need 39 seats in addition to holding on the ones they've got in order to win the house actually the in some 
one third better than a third of the elections over the last hundred years 50 elections 18 times more than that 
number of seats have changed hands in the house so they're publicans have a chance to do it to sum up the 
first indications we have tonight are that the pollsters are right President Nixon appears headed toward an 
overwhelming re-election victory mr. Nixon so far is running far in front of George McGovern and the adding 
to his margin by picking up most of George Wallace's 1968 vote fairly shortly now if present trends continue 
we'll start being able to gauge that coke tail effect that is how many Republicans will mr. Nixon be able to pull 
along with them into the Senate the house governor's mansion so forth all of this lies ahead tonight right now

CBS news coverage of elections 72 tonight the latest returns this broadcast is sponsored by Paine Webber 
Jackson and Curtis we help you know about investing reporting from CBS News election headquarters in 
New York here is correspondent Walter Cronkite's well the polls have closed in some ten states across the 
United States by now 20% of the holding places are closed by state that any rape and after the most 
expensive campaign and American political history it appears to have availed of the Democrats as far as the 
presidency goes at any rate a very very little the landslide seems to have developed very early for President 
Nixon we have seven states according to our CBS News estimate that we can say definitely are in President 
Nixon's camp tonight and others many others are leaning that way we have in this the last few minutes been 
able to estimate that President Nixon will win in Florida by some 66% of the vote there that he has won in 
Georgia the exact figure we don't have as a yet on our estimate he will win in Alabama also that figure to 
come along before these are three decisions were made that we could say also that he had won Kentucky 
Indiana Tennessee Ohio so with those seven states President Nixon has 95 of the electoral votes needed 
toward that 270 magic figure which puts him over the top for re-election the actual count of the popular vote 
so far with about three percent of the nation's vote in President Nixon has gone over the million figure 1 
million hundred and twenty-five thousand at 67% of the vote 
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twenty-five thousand at 67% of the vote George McGovern 538 thousand thirty two percent of the vote John 
Smits the American independent party candidate eighteen thousand votes or about one percent there are as 
you also know some love and other minor parties that are on the ballots in various states everything from the 
Communist Party to the Universalist party Universalist parties on the ballot in one state its platform is to 
make flying saucers more respectable apparently and those votes will be tabulated a little later on for a port 
from Nixon headquarters now at the Shoreham Hotel in Washington let's go to Dan Shaw that's in terms of 
what you know but in terms of the rosy predictions here they've been briefings in with Herbert Klein the White 
House communications director has said that he expects 48 states for President Nixon the only ones he said 
were in doubt with Massachusetts are West Virginia and Harry dent the White House southern strategist said 
Virginia's going to be in which makes 49 they attributed this to the landslide to the whole of large turnout at 
the polls they expect to have as many as 85 million votes which is considerably better than the 73 million in 
1968 and the 70 and a half million in 1964 one interesting thing Harry dent says that he expects that after the 
election several southern senators and congressmen will switch their affiliation to the Republican Party so 
that if the Republicans don't pick up the necessary seats to organize Congress they'll be able to do so by 
some switches he wouldn't mention names he denied there were any deals would be Senator Eastland to be 
senator Byrd of Virginia now independent but there are appears to be something in the making about a 


switch of parties by some of the nominal Democrats in the south with me is Michelle Clark who is looking at 
the scene out here if they get ready for the victory celebration with President Nixon or vice president Agnew 
Michelle water 
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or vice president Agnew Michelle water apparently the only the only plans here have always been for a 
victory celebration of the just how large the victory is going to be the bands have been playing here for an 
hour they've taught that the president should arrive here sometime before midnight it's cabinet members all 
of the people in the party are expected to be here they're allowed there should be a lot of young people there 
they're two kinds of bands there's pee fountains and then there's a rock band for the younger people we'll 
wait and see right now there's not much room for enthusiasm except when the announcements are made 
there's a big screen over our shoulders that show all of the networks telling you exactly what we're projecting 
and there's a cheer that goes up of course every done there's something said about a big slide slide victory 
here and that's all we've got from here now now for the scene of McGovern headquarters the Bruce Morton 
at the Coliseum in Sioux Falls South Dakota Bruce a for election night and once they volunteered to do all 
the artwork quite a couple of local families of volunteered to put them up way the returns have been going | 
don't know maybe it's not a rainbow maybe it's a sunset but that'd be is it May this place is very empty as you 
can see the reason is not that Senator McGovern lacks friends in South Dakota he has lots of them the 
reason is that the Secret Service until just a few minutes ago had been sweeping the Coliseum here not that

district which is the congressional district around Louisville Romano Mott solely who won in 1970 with the 
closest margin of any kentucky of any congressional district in the state 211 votes tonight has defeated his 
Republican opponent this time 60% to 40% the president nixon's presence on the ballot didn't help any 
Republican in that district indicates that there is tickets pudding going on certainly there at any rate not only 
there but also just looking at the boards in Alabama we've mentioned the red Blount John Sparkman race 
Richard Nixon they're a 5 to 1 leader over McGovern in the Alabama president but in the Alabama Senate it's 
sparkling about 3 to 2 wasn't expected that front would do a little better than that actually they hoped he 
would do better John Sparkman carried with him water of a thick black book and in it was the list of every 
barrel and public service project he'd ever brought home for Alabama pork barrel if you're on the other side 
it's public service if you're on that cell well | used the most definition saw mr.

cooper seat Louis on the ex Republican governor working for it but Walter Huddleston state Democratic 
majority leader apparently has defeated mr. Nunn in North Carolina our returns are not substantial but that is 
another very close race that's for the seat vacated by B Everett Jordan who was defeated by Nick 
Galifianakis the Democrat from Durham former congressman he's opposed by a conservative television 
commentator Jesse Helms from Raleigh in South Carolina Strom Thurmond is expected to be reelected 
easily he is opposed by Nick Ziegler a Harvard graduate who the other day was endorsed by George 
Wallace but that is if Strom Thurmond loses tonight it will be about like George McGovern winning that's 
what the chances would be there and in Tennessee Howard Baker the Republican has been reelected and in 
Virginia we have a very tight race between Republican congressman William Scott from Northern Virginia 
against senator William the Democratic incumbent returns still are not that large and that is too close to call 
so Walter just the last line is the Republicans will not get control of the Senate let's go now to the middle west 
where we can get more on that race and Dan Rather can tell us about the surprisingly large margin of 
Nixon's victory another north a few scattered returns in the vote tabulation the actual votes in but our CBS

must report to you is that tonight in the mouth some question as to whether a concession 
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some question as to whether a concession from Senator McGovern at this point is even necessary the fact of 
the landslide is there were remains only to be determined on the dimensions fog of landslides Clarke 
McGregor who took over this campaign from John Mitchell has been poring over figures with a big smile on 
his face and wants to give us some idea of what this landslide means well one of the things very encouraging 
to us as in the city of Cleveland in Tioga County the area around the city of Cleveland including the city 
mayor Ralph Burke has been on the phone to me and Cleveland in many ways in its immediate suburbs is a 
microcosm of urban America and it's going for the president by more than 60 percent which is better than 
any of us had hoped and it does indicate a strong vote of confidence in the president's leadership which 
means a great deal in the president in terms of his capacity Klein said 48 states but he was still questioning 
Massachusetts in West Virginia one third has given indications already that West Virginia may very well 
make it 49 how many states do you think the president will win in terms of electoral votes we have a lot of 
states to hear from and the mountain states in the West Coast but the president's support has been fairly 
uniform nationwide and it does appear to me as the president will win 49 states falls in Massachusetts just 
blows 20 minutes ago we won't get meaningful returns from Massachusetts for 10 or 15 minutes | think of the 


almost impossible for the president to carry Massachusetts but he might do it mr. McGregor one of the 
questions before has been what kind of President President Nixon will be if he gets this this landslide vote of 
confidence you've been talking about what do you think I don't think that you can describe the second Nixon 
presidency in ideological terms | think you'll find it's more pragmatic its problem-solving | think he'll be 
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he'll be you'll be freed to with a strong vote of support that he's received to look at the various options pick 
out a solution that really works and effect change that works the president's favorite phrase in terms of 
progressive or constructive change has changed it works and | think you'll see that applied to every problem 
will there be more emphasis on domestic issues than foreign policy that's one of the things that's been 
specularly but he'll be more effective in his domestic policy leadership because the Congress will be more 
responsive to his initiatives victory for the presidency in fear it does not seem as though the Republicans are 
going to win Congress will there be an effort to get some of the Democratic senators say to switch in order to 
be able to organize the Senate well we'll have to wait and see when there's three or four or five to one the 
tabulated answers from some 8200 voter the tabulated answers from some 8200 voters CBS News a 
question that as they left the polls today that as of the middle of the day our figure showed something like 
this of those people we questioned about 10 percent of the 80 200 were blacks and we found that the black 
vote was going 4 to 1 for McGovern the jobless voters in those same surveys were going 52-47 from a 
governor and not a very large margin therefore McGovern who had to based a lot of his appeal on the 
underprivileged and the the jobless in the country but most other categories it certainly looks like a Nixon 
sweep among the whites the old people even the youth they're not going heavily from a govern according to 
our survey that was running only a couple of percentage points in favor of Senator McGovern who was an 
area where he had hoped to win a very large and deep blue-collar voters 16% of our sample went 57 to 44 
the president white collar voters 1/3 of our sample lined up exactly 2 to 1 for the president mr. 

Nixon was winning the over 65 vote in our survey by more than two to one 
the Catholic vote so far stacking up 56% to 43% for Nixon and that had always been a heavy democratic 
area for the last 44 years at any rate the President Nixon is losing however the Jewish vote according to our 
sample at the polling booths among voters we sampled and by a margin of almost two to one at one time 
early on in the campaign it was thought that Senator McGovern was in trouble with the Jewish voters but

been no changes as yet - so far the coattail effect of President Nixon doesn't seem to be that broad that too 
long there have been five Republicans elected so far and three Democrats it looks like the makeup of the 
Senate if this trend continues across the country will be about what it was before the Republicans will not 
pick up for the five votes they need to gain control of the Senate 
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need to gain control of the Senate that's the same as happening with some very scattered returns in the 
house so far and now another one of those big states has fallen to a President Nixon it is Pennsylvania and 
with a very high majority for President Nixon 62 to 38 for the president Pennsylvania those state those votes 
from Pennsylvania now go into the president's column there 27 of them that will give him 239 for the 270 and 
needed he only 31 votes away from re-election CBS News coverage of election night 72 will continue in a

three states he takes something over 42 electoral votes Pennsylvania first of all you can see that only 2% of 
precincts are reporting according to the tabulated vote 45,000 at 24,000 but CBS News estimates that but all 
the votes are in in Pennsylvania the president will have won by a whopping 62 percent over McGovern's 38 
percent and his coattails are bound to make some difference in congressional races in that state there is no 
senatorial or gubernatorial race there let's go to New Jersey with 15 percent of the precincts reporting 
150,000 275 thousand odd but when all the votes are in CBS News estimates that in New Jersey 62% for 
Richard Nixon 38% for George McGovern and there are two congressional seats in particular those of 
Congressman Hal Starsky and Congressman Howard Democratic congressmen who are in serious trouble 
obviously in New Jersey and finally in Connecticut Connecticut is found to be one of the most democratic 
states in the nation John Kennedy took it over Richard Nixon with 54% of the vote Lyndon Johnson won at 
with 68% of the vote Hubert Humphrey took 50 percent of the vote last time around with George Wallace 
getting 6 percent with 12 percent of the precincts reporting at 62,000 to 47,000 but see the s news estimates 
that when all the votes are in it'll be a 60/40 win in Connecticut for President Nixon and no one had 
suggested that it was going to be that big now let's take a look at how those votes are being put together let's 
start with Connecticut where we just were in high democratic areas hi Emma Craddock areas the president is 
running 23 points ahead of his run against Hubert Humphrey in moderate democratic areas he's running 25 
points ahead of last time in blue-collar areas 26% ahead in white-collar areas 16 percent now Connecticut is

Nixon is obviously running well 
ahead of where he was four years ago in all of those with all of those groups the same thing is true with 
Pennsylvania in moderately democratic areas in Pennsylvania he's running 25 points ahead of last time high 
Democratic areas eight points ahead low-income 12 ahead midi income 14 ahead new caller 17 ahead White 
Collar 10 points ahead and of course the same thing is true in New Jersey he won New Jersey the last time 
around incidentally in New Jersey City s news estimates that Clifford case has been returned to the Senate 
no surprise there with something over 60% of the vote against Paul Krebs incidentally on that when Paul 
Krebs was at one time president of the CIO in New Jersey and yet the State afl-cio the state and afl-cio 
endorsed Clifford case this time around there is only one place in the east up to now where the president's 
coattails where the president's coattails perhaps are not working as well as they have been expected to no 
wait a moment they are in the gubernatorial race in West Virginia CBS News now estimates the governor 
arch Moore will be returned to the Statehouse and Jay Rockefellers bid to take that Statehouse away from

effect in Illinois where Senator Percy has high hopes for 1976 but didn't lead the ticket in Illinois he ended up

County Daniel Walker out ahead of governor over the hour CBS News estimate in Illinois is that there's no

electoral votes from Texas the President himself made two trips to Texas to visit John Connally on the former 
Treasury Secretary's ranch and of course Conway 
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Secretary's ranch and of course Conway himself headed Democrats for Nixon so after about 15 years Texas 
has again gone Republican in the Mississippi presidential race our vote profile analysis shows that the 
president has won there 77 to 23 the popular vote shows the president seventy two thousand two George 
McGovern's eighteen thousand in the Oklahoma presidential race the winner there president nixon's seventy 
eight percent to twenty two percent the popular vote twenty percent of it in showing the president 181,000 
that is a seventy eight percent margin over George McGovern in the North Carolina presidential race 13 
electoral votes President Nixon there is the winner our boat profile analysis shows he will win by seventy 
three percent and in the Kentucky Senate Oriole race there the GOP has dropped the seat dropped it to 
Walter Huddleston 515,000 to Louis nones 475 thousands at the last week of the campaign the president got 
a call for help from Louis on the president went into Ashland but it apparently has not brought that much 
benefit to Louie not in the Virginia Senate race incumbent Democrat William strong has got trouble with 34% 
of the vote in he is trailing Republican William Scott by about fifteen thousand votes Roger yes sir we can 
now put New York in President Nixon's column 59 percent of the vote the McGovern's 41% and that takes a 
usually solid democratic state from the presidential races at any rate into the Republican column for the first

around 55 to 45 now we're talking about the most Catholic state in the country two-thirds of Rhode Island is 
Catholic 2/3 working class one half of the population of Rhode Island over 25 didn't finish high school no 
Republican senator has been elected here since nineteen thirty and incidentally on the issue of coattails at 
this moment Claiborne Pell the incumbent Democrat is leading John Chafee by fifty four to forty six Pell 
leading Chafee 54 to 46 in the state of Rhode Island but to come back to the original thesis Rhode Island is 
an indication of how Catholics have moved toward President Nixon how the working-class blue-collar people 
have moved toward Nixon and now we have confirmation Claiborne Pell has won the Rhode Island Senate 
race with about 54% of the vote John Chafee 3-time governor of that state former Secretary of the Navy 
Nixon's coattails made no difference to John Chafee Heller's return to the Senate but let's take a look while 
we have time anyway at some of the other races in the East let's recapitulate 
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races in the East let's recapitulate some of the CBS News estimates beginning with the state of New York 
and compare where Richard Nixon is this time compared to last time let's start with New York State 59% for

domestic issues welfare reform is there going to be a new plan will it be the same old plan are you gonna 
push harder for it this time than last time well we've pushed hard last time but | think an awful lot of the

significant victory they get a great deal of the credit | can assure you | also want to pay tribute to another 
group that too often is overlooked | wrote a book after the election defeat of 1960 and one of the chapters of 
that book dealt with the campaign of 1960 when you write a book you're supposed to dedicate it to

campaign clean they campaigned on the issues and l'm proud of the campaign they put on in a show 
something else was new in this campaign all of us know of course about those young voters and | recall at 
the convention that we were told by some of the enthusiasts there on our convention that the predictions 
were wrong that because of the overwhelming youth vote that was going to go against us that we had a very 
very hard row to hoe if we were to win this election let me say based on the results | have seen today we 
have accomplished what was thought to be the impossible we've not only won a majority 
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impossible we've not only won a majority of the votes of America but we won a majority of the votes of young 
America [Music] all of you should know that one who stands in this position with four years ahead must think 
of what he wants for those four years and we want of course many things we wanted to the very best job we

find that whenever | make suggestions of remarks to Trish or Julie or Eddie Cox there they always can do 
better without any suggestion but | made a couple and then before she left the room she turned and said you 


know daddy did you ever stop to think that this is your last campaign and | said yes | have and as | think of 
what she said that night | simply want to say from the bottom of my heart thanks for making our last 
campaign the very best one of all thank you [Music]

the Democrats tonight has to be here where senator Walter Mondale has won another term another re- 
election year and a curious note is 24 years ago he was working for Senator Humphrey and tonight senator 
Humphrey who was here and one of his strongest supporters said senator Mondale may go to the very top to 
the White House Senator Mondale the Richard Nixon was not able to carry in a Republican Senate on his 
coattails tonight do you foresee any confrontations between the Senate and the president coming up in the 
next four years of particularly over Vietnam well | if the war doesn't end very definitely there'll be a 
concentration we want that moreover we hope the president wants it over that's one of the unresolved 
questions at the time of the election but that ought to be number one on everyone's agenda to end that war 
but | would say it's that most of us feel that the Senate should be with the 
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feel that the Senate should be with the president when he's right and oppose him when we think he's wrong | 
don't think that when we have divided government like this that it either serves the national interest or 
anybody's political interest just to be negative senator Humphrey is one of the senior men in the party now 
what trends do you foresee in the Democratic Party what new directions after senator McGovern's rather 
heavy defeat well | would like to just personalize it for a moment | see here in senator Mondale the kind of

through but given the Senators overwhelming vote that the president got just how much effective opposition 
can you mount against an administration which is more than 65% well | think when when they're wrong | 
think we've got the votes to stop them in the Senate the last part of this Senate session we were able to 
show the president that on these budgetary matters were human issues were involved human programs are

to landon of kansas defeated by franklin delano roosevelt m36 an interesting thing about these figures 
tonight in the early part of the evening state after state was reporting a record of voting however it turns out 
that those were over estimates on the part of the secretaries of state around the United States it is not going 
to be a record it looks like now CBS News estimate based on the vote counted so far and of our sample 
precincts would indicate 74 million votes cast this year it would take 88 million votes another 14 million to 
establish a new record and 
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14 million to establish a new record and this figure as a matter of fact was 74 million is down about fifty three 
point five percent of the eligible voters in the United States that would be the lowest percentage since 
nineteen forty eight went in that election year when Harry Truman upset Tom Dewey fifty one point five

Illinois in the gubernatorial race President Nixon has carried the state Republican senator Percy has carried 
the state but the Democrat candidate for governor Daniel Walker is leading the incumbent Republican 
Richard Ogilvie here's a question of whether President Nixon's coattails can carry over the N or not now 
that's the 48 percent of the vote in

the CBS News estimate in that Illinois gubernatorial race is that there's simply too close for us to make any 
even a guess at this stage now here's what's happening the daily machine in Chicago is in serious trouble for

hundred eighty four thousand for President Nixon 14 million eight hundred and thirty-seven thousand about 
for Senator McGovern in the Senate it's been very interesting tonight the Republicans have lost four seats 
the Democrats have lost four to the Republicans so it's a push so far there are three races outstanding which 
are quite interesting they're very close in Delaware Colorado and Montana I'm going to call on Mike Wallace 
to tell about us about that close Delaware race and then we'll go to John Hart for the two western races in 
Colorado Montana might want to take a look at that board that shows the Delaware race 93% of precincts in 
Delaware are now reporting and senator caleb Boggs has one hundred seven thousand four hundred ninety 
two votes 29 year-old Joseph Biden has one hundred and seventy five hundred and ninety nine votes in

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Richard Nixon not only controlled the political center that he carved out four years ago but he enlarged on it 
he totally dominated it in this election the steamroller victory was the result of many factors well financed 
smoothly organized campaign deft handling of a spate of volatile issues an emphasis on the office rather 
than the man running and a Democratic challenger who a lien aided many of his party's traditional supporters 
failed to produce the new coalition that he sought and stumbled through a series of campaign 
embarrassments including as John Hart noted a minute ago changing running mates almost before the 
campaign began the Democrats also bet on a big turnout to carry them to victory and it didn't occur it seems 
like it was a rather small turnout by percentage right whether because of voter apathy or voter protest against 
both major candidates we won't know until we get some post polling done however while it was a Nixon 
landslide it was far from a Republican one mr. Nixon rolled up those huge margins in many states but the 
Republicans were unable to when either the Senate or the House tonight with mr. Nixon likely turning more 
attention to domestic affairs in his next term and real drive to capture the Congress surely will be high on his 
list and on any list of presidential priorities and what if George McGovern and the Democrats and he'll 
continue as a senator but perhaps and not again be a presidential nominee this party will regroup maybe it'll 
shift to the right we'll have to wait and see but a2 will survive and fight again as a matter of fact it's in better 
shape tonight then the Republicans were after Goldwater's defeat in 1964 at least it controls the Congress 
which the Republicans did not at that time tonight however belongs to the president who in his third try for 
the nation's highest office now has 
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the nation's highest office now has scored his greatest triumph a 1972 campaign slogan has become a factor 
he's going to have four more years in the White House for Richard Milhous Nixon I'd like to thank everybody 
here at CBS who put this election night to report on the air despite some difficulties that we did have it was a 
valiant service by all concern particularly tonight like to mention our executive producer Bob Whistler he's 
been putting together these election nights for some seven elections it's a whale of a tough job he's done it 
too with the great taste and great dispatch and this is going to be his last election he's leaving us for bigger 
and greater things at CBS seda Bob once-ler from all of us a thank you and a good night to him and to all of
